Chief Cross Presents Crime Stats To City 

Adair County Drug Arrests Surpass Surrounding Counties

The Columbia City Council and Mayor Mark Harris met for their 
regular April meeting Monday night at City Hall, and were 
presented Adair County’s 2011 FBI crime statistics by Columbia 
Police Chief Jason Cross. The 2012 stats are still being calculated. 

For the sake of comparison, Cross also showed statistics from 
Russell and Taylor County, and the biggest attention-grabber was 
the drug/narcotic offenses.The Columbia Police Dept, was 
responsible for 153 drug offense charges, and when Kentucky State 
Police and Adair County Sheriff’s Dept, offenses are added, Adair 


County’s total number of drug charges came to 258, more than 
Taylor and Russell County combined. 

Cross explained that he doesn’t believe the high numbers reflect 
a stronger drug trade in Adair County, but rather an increased effort 
against drugs from the Columbia Police. 

“Our top priority is drugs and narcotics offenses,” Cross said. 
“That’s what our focus will be as long as I’m here.” 

Chief Cross also noted that his department achieved these

Russell County Physician 
Proposes Hospital Merger 


Editor, 

I’m a diagnostic radiologist at Russell County Hospital (RCH) 
and have practiced at RCH for 11 and a half years being at the 
hospital seven days a week, so I know RCH very well. I also 
worked at Jane Todd Crawford Hospital in Greensburg for two and 
a half years and have been the radiologist at Clinton County 
Hospital for seven years. I have visited over 15 critical care 
hospitals (25 beds) in the state of Kentucky so I feel I have some 
insight into the healthcare here in South Central Kentucky. My 
opinions are my own and not necessarily those of any other 
physician at RCH or the administration at RCH (Baptist Health). 

It has become apparent to me that small independent hospitals 
cannot make it on their own. With the exception of the Imaging 
Dept, at RCH, there has been surprisingly little change at RCH in 
the past 11 and one-half years that I have been here. I have seen 
plans for seven or eight new facilities or remodels for RCH and it 
has been all talk and no action. I have watched Westlake Regional 
Hospital in Columbia get deeper and deeper in debt with a 
questionable future. Neither Westlake nor RCH have been able to 
recruit any significant new physicians, especially specialists and 
won’t be able to, as they exist now. 

I have concluded that the only way for Adair County and Russell 
County to have the quality of care of Taylor County 
(Campbellsville), Barren County (Glasgow), or Ephraim McDowell 
in Danville is for the two counties to merge their facilities, as I 
understand was discussed prior to the construction of either 
hospital. 

I propose that a joint hospital be built between Columbia and 
Russell Springs that could also be built between the Cumberland 
Parkway and Highway 80 with an exit off the parkway as well as 
Highway 80 so that the hospital is accessible from either route. 
Both communities would maintain a Diagnostic Center and Urgent 
Care Center at each existing facility with the potential for a new 
structure in the future that would be less expensive to maintain, so 
that all outpatient services could be performed in both Columbia 
and Russell Springs. No one from Columbia would have to drive to 
Russell Springs for an x-ray, CT, lab work, diagnostic testing, etc. 
and vice versa. Minor trauma, flu, and other minor medical 
complaints could be seen at the Urgent Care Centers (formerly 
ER’s) with lesser cost to patients and staffing. A more acute care 
ER/trauma center would be maintained at the joint hospital with 24- 
hour service with the Urgent Care Centers in each community 
closing at 10 p.m. or so. 

By merging the two hospitals, more high-tech equipment could 
be purchased with the CT and MRI scanners and other high-tech 
equipment busy all day and able to pay for themselves. 

With a more sophisticated hospital it would be possible to have 
the volume of patients to attract specialists such as 
gastroenterologists, orthopedists, urologists, pulmonologists, 
neurologists and cardiologists or other services. Wouldn’t it be great 
to have a cardiologist making rounds every day at the hospital. The 
hospital could staff a high-tech ICU for patients who have more 
comlex surgical procedures and medical problems. 

Currently, RCH has approval for a $20 million USD A loan to 
remodel or build a new hospital. Several hospitals in our vicinity 
have built new facilities and the best points at each could be 
incorporated into our new facility. For example, Cumberland 
County has the best private patient rooms, Clinton County has the 
best ICU, Fort Logan in Stanford has the best ER and cafeteria, and 
Casey County Hospital has the best laundry room/housekeeping 
facility. 

It is no secret that I do not like the current plans for the RCH 
expansion. It involves spending too much on the old out-of-date 
building instead of building 25 new high-tech private patient rooms 
like Burkesville has done. 

The question now is what can Columbia and Westlake bring to 
the table. Bringing $20 million of debt is problematic. I believe 
there are ways to financially work out a merger. There is no sugar 
daddy or Prince Charming out there. I have ideas of how a merger 
could be structured but will not discuss it here. 

The question is, “Do Adair and Russell County want to have 
great quality medical care and become a team or provide average 
care and continue to compete with each other?” 

Personally, I would like to see a top-notch facility with 
comparable care to that at Taylor Regional Hospital, Ephraim 
McDowell Hospital, and TJ Sampson in Glasgow. We are located in 
between Glasgow, Campbellsville, Danville, and Somerset and 
could have the same quality of care with a merged system. 

In this day and time of Obamacare, managed care, accountable 
care organizations (ACO’s), Medicaid, and Medicare, hospital 
mergers have become a necessity not just a luxury. Most may know 
about the recent merger in Louisville of University Hospital (U of 
L), Jewish and St. Mary’s, and Catholic Health Initiatives (St. 
Joseph’s) to form Health One. 

I would encourage the judge executives of Adair County and 
Russell County, the Hospital boards, the Fiscal Courts, and other 
interested citizens to start talking. The venture might require 
experts or consultants from Louisville or New York or wherever to 
help structure a new South Central Kentucky Hospital. I would 
invite others to come up with other viable ideas or options.

“The subject of this sketch was born in Adair County in 1842, 
near the village of Grady ville. His youth was spent working the 
farm and attending the public schools of the neighborhood. When 
seventeen years of age, he came to Columbia and entered the High 
School, where he remained two years. At the expiration of this time, 
he began the study of medicine in the office of Dr. S.B. Fields* and 
soon after, the country was plunged into the ravages of war and our 
subject was forced to abandon his course of reading. In July 1863 
he enlisted with the Confederate army and made a gallant soldier 
for the cause he believed to be right. 

“When peace was declared he returned to the old homestead and 
resumed his studies and in October 1866 was prepared to 
martriculate with University of Louisville. After two years of close 
study, he was graduated from the medical department with the class 
of 1868. 

“Soon after his graduation, he located at Albany, KY, for 
practice, and for thirteen years was recognized as one of Clinton 
County’s successful practitioners. 

“In 1881 he decided to enlarge his sphere and usefulness and 
accordingly purchased property in Columbia and removed his 
family to this place, where he opened an office and has since been 
regarded as one of the eminent and successful practitioners. His 
office is located over Pauli Bros. Drugstore and is fitted with all the 
necessary instruments for the successful practice of his chosen 
profession. 

“Dr. Grady is a member of the Mason and Odd Fellows orders 
and of the Christian Church. He is one of our most enterprising and 
progressive citizens and takes great interest in the upbuilding of his 
native town and county. 

“In 1869 he was united in marriage with Miss Kate Saufley, of 
Monticello, KY Two children, Miss Gertie and Clarence S., have 
blessed this union. The Doctor now resides with his family in a 
handsome home on Greensburg Street.” 

This biographical sketch was printed in the The Columbia 
Spectator, published weekly in Adair County, in 1897. Below, find a 
very brief sketch of Dr. Grady from an upcoming work on the Civil 
War veterans of Adair County. Anyone with additional information 
or any Civil War veteran who was native of or resided in Adair 
County, please feel free to contact Mike Watson. 

Grady, John H., private, Company K, 3 KY Cavalry, Confederate 
States of American, later designated 7 KY Cavalry, enlisted about 
10 July 1863 in White’s Bottom, Cumberland County; was at battle 
of Cynthiana; captured and in prison at Camp Chase, Ohio, 
exchanged 1 March 1865, paroled 7 May 1865 at Athens, GA. John 
H. Grady was born 5 January 1842 Gradyville, Adair County, died 
22 April 1913 at Quincy, IL, buried Columbia City Cemetery, 
“lying in his casket, dressed in his Confederate uniform...” He was 
a son of William Grady, for whom Gradyville was named. He 
married Kate Saufley (1848-1909); applied for pension in July 
1912; Mason, physician, pensioner. Dr. Grady was involved in 
organizing several of the Old Soldiers’ reunions, some of which 
were held on the grounds of the Green River Memorial, Tebb’s 
Bend, Taylor County. 

A Revolutionary Veteran who lived in Adair County, Briefly 

“An Hundred Years Old”...Departed this life, on the 11th of 
February, 1855, at the residence of his daughter, (Mrs. Lydia Larsh, 
in Dixon Tp., Preble County, O.) David Truax, Sen., at the 
advanced age of one hundred years, less eight days. The deceased 
was born February 19, 1755, in Morris County, New Jersey. At the 
age of 14 years, his parents moved to Loudon County, Va., where 
he continued to reside till the close of the War of the Revolution, 
and in which he served his oppressed country in the “tented fields 
and battle’s storm.” Thence he emigrated to Washington County, 
Penn.oAgain in 1792 he penetrated the wilds of the West and 
located first in Fayette and then in Adair County, Kentuckyowhere 
he remained until the year 1809, when he removed to what is now 
Dixon Township, (then not organized) in this county, where he 
“pitched his tent” for the residue of his long and eventful life. When 
the War of 1812 broke out he was “anxious and willing” again to do 
service in the defense of his own and his neighbors’ hearth stones, 
whose quiet was often assailed by the cruelties of Indian warfare. 
But by previous exposure, having partially lost his hearing, he had 
to remain at home, yet took great interest in arming and equipping 
three of his four sons, (two of them then in their “teens”) for the 
army of the Northwest, commanded by the lamented Gen. Harrison. 
The writer of this note recollects with pleasure the enthusiasm 
manifested by this Revolutionary Patriot, in consoling the weeping 
wife and wailing mother, when taking leave of their loved ones and 
cheering the “beardless braves” as they were deployed into line by 
their Captain. (D.E. Hendricks.) The deceased voted every 
Presidential election, since the organizations of the Government to 
the present voted for Washington, Adams, Jefferson, Madison, 
Monroe, Clay, Harrison, Taylor and Scott; was the father of six 
children, only four of whom survive him; and he died as he had 
lived, at peace with the world and its Creator. Eternal peace to his 
remains. 6 From the Gallipolis Journal, Gallipolis, OH, 8 March 
1855, page 3, copied from the Eaton Register, date not given.

numbers with three fewer 
officers than is recommended 
for a town the size of Columbia. 
Currently, Columbia has 11 full¬ 
time officers and two part-time 
policemen. 

On Tuesday, Cross further 
elaborated on his interpretation 
of the stats. 

“One reason our numbers are 
so high is because we have guys 
focusing on just drugs now,” 
Cross said. “We do our 
undercover stuff in-house now, 
and all that focus is paying off. 

“We put more man hours into 
drugs than anything else. We 
find our problems and that’s 
where we get our man-hours. So 
our numbers are up because 
that’s where we commit our 
officers’ time.” 

In other business at Monday’s 
relatively short meeting the 
Council: 

•Approved tax exempt 
financing for Lindsey Wilson 
College to update systems as a 
way to lower energy costs, 


which have risen to $1.5 million 
annually. 

Christian Junkin, speaking on 
behalf of the college, assured the 
council that only the school’s 
property and revenues would 
secure the bonds, and that the 
bonding will not go against any 
of the city’s debt. Junkin also 
assured the council that the 
bonds would not count against 
the city’s constitutional debt 
limit. 

Robert Flowers made the 
motion to allow the tax exempt 
financing, and his motion passed 
unanimously. 

•Heard from Ron Webb in the 
citizens’ comments portion of 
the meeting. Webb asked the 
council how many police 
officers the city employed, and 
Chief Cross, who was seated in 
the audience, answered that 
there were 11 full-time and two 
part-time officers. Webb then 
asked how many city employees 
there were total. Mayor Harris 
answered that there were around 


thirty, then Webb got to his 
point. 

“I would just like to make the 
comment that we cannot afford 
to pay city employees state 
benefits,” Webb said. “We’re too 
poor of a county.” 

•Heard from Terry Farris, 
representing the Green River 
Cruisers. Farris asked if his 
organization’s cruises could 
resume on the square, where 
they used to be held. 

“They moved it to Taco Bell 
for two years, and our crowds 
really dropped off,” Farris 
explained. “It should bring a lot 
of people into the county.” 

June Parson made the motion 
to allow the Green River 
Cruisers to use the square, and 
the motion passed unanimously. 

The cruise-ins are scheduled 
for the fourth Sunday of April, 
May, June, and July, from 1 p.m. 
until 4 p.m. 

•Received a price quote from 
Mayor Harris to install handrails 
along the sidewalk in front of 


City Hall. The quote, from 
Fabco, came in at just under 
$5,900, and includes a 42-inch 
high handrail stretching 150 
feet, as well as repair work for 
City Hall’s front steps. Ronald 
Rogers made the motion to 
approve the quote, and the 
council unanimously agreed. 

•Approved Mayor Harris’ 
recommendation to reappoint 
Gale Rogers to the Columbia 
Planning and Zoning 
Commission. Harris’ 

recommendation passed 5-0, 
with Dr. Ronald Rogers 
declining to vote. 

“I’m abstaining, because she’s 
cooking supper for me right 
now,” Rogers commented, 
referring to his wife. 

•Approved Harris’ other 
recommendation for the 
Planning and Zoning 
Commission, Sue Stivers. The 
recommendation passed 6-0, and 
both Stivers’ and Rogers’ terms 
will last until May of 2015.

PSC Grants Rate Adjustment 
to Taylor County RECC 

Bills to go up by less than 2%, half as much as requested by coop 


The Kentucky Public Service 
Commission (PSC) has granted 
Taylor County Rural Electric 
Cooperative Corp. (Taylor 
County RECC) a rate increase 
that is about half as large as the 
amount requested by the utility. 

In an order issued March 26, 
2013, the PSC authorized Taylor 
County RECC to increase its 
monthly residential service 
charge by $1.88. For a typical 
customer, that will increase the 
average monthly bill by 1.85 
percent. 

With the increase, Taylor 
County RECC’s annual revenue 
will rise by about $570,000. The 
utility had sought to increase 
annual revenue by $1.1 million. 

A major reason for the smaller 
increase was the PSC’s denial of 
an adjustment proposed by Taylor 
County RECC related to its fuel 
costs that are passed on by its 
power supplier, East Kentucky 
Power Cooperative, Inc. (EKPC). 

Under what is known as the 
fuel adjustment clause, or FAC, 
the price of electricity varies from 
month to month based on the cost 
of the fuels used to produce that 
power. The FAC includes a 
mechanism which provides that, 
over time, a utility recovers its 
fuel expenses and that customers 
are charge no more or less than 


the costs incurred by the utility. 

In the recent order, the PSC 
said that “the FAC mechanism 
works as intended” and therefore 
Taylor County RECC’s request to 
recover additional revenue should 
be denied. 

Other adjustments made by the 
PSC included changes to 
depreciation rates, debt expense 
and costs associated with meter 
replacement. After making those 
adjustments, the PSC allocated 
the entire revenue increase to the 
monthly customer charge, leaving 
the electric consumption charge 
unchanged. 

The new rates take effect 
immediately. 

Tayor County RECC is based 
in Campbellsville and serves 
about 25,600 customers in Adair, 
Casey, Cumberland, Green, Hart, 
Marion, Metcalfe, Russell and 
Taylor counties. It is one of 16 
rural electric distribution 
cooperatives that own and 
purchase electricity from EKPC. 

The PSC noted that the energy 
efficiency programs that Taylor 
County RECC offers its 
customers are limited to demand- 
side management (DSM) 
programs offered through EKPC. 
In today’s order, the PSC said it 
encourages Taylor County RECC 
and “all other electric energy 


providers to make a greater effort 
to offer cost-effective DSM and 
other energy efficiency 
programs.” 

Taylor County RECC filed its 
initial application for a rate 
adjustment on Aug. 16, 2012, 
saying it needed additional 
revenue to maintain its financial 
integrity and comply with its loan 
agreements. Taylor County 
RECC’s last base rate increase 
was in November 1997. 

After certain deficiencies were 
corrected, the application was 
accepted on Aug. 30, 2012. No 
other parties intervened in the 
case and no public comments 
were received. 

The PSC conducted a public 
hearing on the application on Jan. 
29, 2013. 

The PSC’s order, other 
documents in the case and a video 
of the hearing are available on the 
PSC website, psc.ky.gov. The 
case number is 2012-00023. 

The PSC is an independent 
agency attached for 

administrative purposes to the 
Energy and Environment Cabinet. 
It regulates more than 1,500 gas, 
water, sewer, electric and 
telecommunication utilities 
operating in Kentucky and has 
approximately 90 employees.

considered narrow when it was built.” 

The strong structural integrity of the bridge allowed 
for an expansion project rather than rebuilding the entire 
bridge, which would have been much more costly. 

“The state chose just to widen it because it’s so 
structurally sound,” County Judge-Executive Ann 
Melton said. 

“The cost of replacing it would have been a lot more,” 
Richard Lee Walker, the Governor’s Contact in Adair 
County, added. “So we decided to do the next best 
alternative to see if we can widen it.” 

The expansion will make the bridge about 12 feet 
wider, creating a safer path for travelers, especially 
considering that large trucks use the road on a regular 
basis. 

“I feel like this was probably our most dangerous 
stretch of road in the county,” Judge Melton said. 
“We’re just so appreciative.” 

The project is schedule to be completed by May 18, 
and Creech is confident his crew will finish within that 
timeframe.

If you have diabetes, it’s important that you know about the link People with diabetes can lower their chances of having diabetes- 
between diabetes and kidney disease, and what you can do to keep re l ate d health problems like kidney disease by managing the ABCs 
your kidneys healthy of diabetes - A 1C, Blood Pressure, and Cholesterol. 


Why do we have kidneys? 

You have two kidneys, each about the size of your fist, located 
just below the rib cage, near your back. Their main job is to filter 
wastes and excess water out of your blood to make urine. Your 
kidneys also help control blood pressure. 

What is kidney disease? 

Your kidneys filter your blood through many tiny blood vessels 
within your kidney. If the blood vessels in your kidney are 
damaged, they become less and less able to do their job. This 
damage can cause wastes to build up in your body. This is called 
kidney disease. 

What is the link between diabetes and kidney disease? 

Kidney disease is most often caused by diabetes or high blood 
pressure (which many people with diabetes also have). As many as 
2 in 3 people with diabetes also have high blood pressure. About 1 
in 3 people with diabetes have kidney disease. 

When you have diabetes, there is too much sugar (glucose) in 
your blood. This high blood sugar can damage the tiny blood 
vessels in your kidneys, so they have trouble filtering waste from 
your blood. High blood pressure also can damage these blood 
vessels. 

Having diabetes does not mean you will get kidney disease. The 
better a person with diabetes keeps their blood sugar and blood 
pressure under control, the lower the chance of getting kidney 
disease. 

Kidney disease usually develops over many years, and has few 
warning signs in the early stages; so many people with kidney 
disease don’t know they have it. That’s why it’s important to 
manage your diabetes and your blood pressure at all times. 

Can kidney disease be treated? 

Yes. If you have kidney disease, you can stop it from getting 
worse by taking care of your diabetes and taking any needed 
medicines.

A is for the A1C test. It measures your average blood sugar 
level over the past three months. 

B is for blood pressure. High blood pressure makes your heart 
work too hard. 

C is for cholesterol. Bad cholesterol, or LDL, builds up and 
clogs your arteries. 

Ask your health care team what your A 1C, blood pressure, and 
cholesterol numbers are; what your ABC numbers should be; and 
what you can do to reach your ABC goals. 


Here are other things you can do to keep your kidneys healthy 
when you have diabetes: 

Get your blood and urine tested at least once a year to measure 
how well your kidneys are working. 

Be physically active. 

If you smoke, get help to quit. 

Follow what your doctor says. Your doctor may ask you to see 
a special doctor to help with your kidney disease. Your 
doctor may also tell you to eat less salt or less protein. 

Take all medicines that your doctor tells you to take - even 
when you feel well. 

Spread the word about the link between diabetes and kidney 
disease. There are many things you can do to take care of your 
kidneys and your overall health when you have diabetes.

“I wish others could feel and know the same love from this college that we have experienced over the years,” said 
Doug Moseley, who also served in the Kentucky state Senate from 1974-1986. 

The Moseleys’ book about U.S. presidents includes interesting facts and details about the nation’s 43 previous 
chief executives. 

“I was surprised at some of the things I learned about all of them,” said Doug Moseley, adding that his three 
favorite presidents are Abraham Lincoln, Thomas Jefferson and Theodore Roosevelt. 

In addition to consulting more than 480 books, the Moseleys also visited each president’s birthplace, burial site and 
presidential library/museum. 

“That was a fabulous thing - just being there where each president was bom and grew up,” Doug Moseley said.

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Kalen Kimberland: 

From High School Role Player To College All-American

Kalen Kimberland wrapped up one of the most successful 
basketball careers in Lindsey Wilson College history last month 
when his Blue Raider squad made it all the way to the National 
Semifinals before finally bowing out to Southwestern Assemblies 
of God (TX). It was quite a run, and the former Adair County High 
School guard sat down Monday to reflect on his time at Lindsey 
Wilson and the unlikely path he took to college stardom. 

“I pretty much rode the bench all through middle school — I was 
just playing for fun,” Kimberland recalls. “There were a lot better 
players back then.” 

That trend continued into Kimberland’s high school career, 
where he played sparingly as a freshman, behind a host of 
upperclassmen and even a couple of eighth graders in Nick Fudge 
and Darren Ballou. The experience inspired him though, and he 
worked that offseason to find a way to get on the court, particularly 
with his defense. 

“I wasn’t really talented back then, but I was quick,” Kimberland 
says. “I was still using my right all the time when [Nick] was 
already using both, so I tried to work on D.” 

The work paid off, and Kimberland found a niche as a 
sophomore as the team’s sixth man. Still though, it would have 
been hard to imagine how far Kimberland’s work would take him. 

“I didn’t really plan on going to college back then, not until the 
end of my junior year really,” Kimberland says, admitting he didn’t 
think he’d be good enough play college ball. “But I got better each 
year. I just really started focusing on my ball handling so I could get 
in there and play more.” 

Kimberland finally cracked the starting lineup as a junior, the 
year he began to show glimpses of the player he would become. He 
asserted himself as an impact player on the 2007 5th Region 
Champions, but true to his team-first nature, he often deferred to 
teammates instead of pushing for personal accolades. 

“We had a really good team that year, and I was just a role 
player,” Kimberland says. “We had Joseph Willis, Chris Lewis, 
Brady Bryant n they were our leaders so I just tried to follow in

their footsteps.” 

“If it weren’t for Kalen we wouldn’t have won Region that year,” 
Willis remembers. “He guarded his tail off, and with him, it’s like 
he got better as the competition got better.” 

Despite taking a backseat to his teammates for most of his high 
school career, Kimberland has no regrets about his high school 
playing days. 


“I grew up with all those guys,” he explains. “They were the ones 
that told me, back before I was even getting much playing time, that 
I had the potential to be somebody.” 

Kimberland’s successful junior season began to plant the seeds in 
his head that he could play college basketball. 

“After we lost at State my junior year, the assistant coach at 
Lindsey, Chris Starks, started talking to me and told me I could play 
in college,” Kimberland says. “I love basketball so I just decided to 
do anything I could to keep playing. Coach [Mark] Fudge told me I 
needed to step up my game and be more of a leader.” 

Kimberland’s senior season validated all the hard work from the 
previous years. He led Adair County to a 27-6 record and was 
named 5th Region Player of the Year. He also earned himself a 
scholarship to Lindsey Wilson. 

It’s typical at the college level to see former high school stars 
morph into role players as the competition gets better. It’s not 
typical to see a high school role player develop into a star in 
college, but that’s exactly what Kimberland did. First though, he 
spent a year adjusting to college life and only contributing to the 
basketball team as a redshirted practice player. 

“I pretty much just ran with the scout team n I had a lot to learn” 
Kimberland says. “I tried to just hang back and see what the older 
guys were doing. Coach [Paul] Peck always told me I’d have my 
shot.” 

“Kalen’s always been talented,” says Lindsey Wilson Assistant 
Coach Chris Starks. “We knew we had something with his speed 
with the ball. His development was as much mental as anything. I 
don’t think he realized what kind of player he could be.” 

The year of practice provided good experience for Kimberland, 
but above all else, it provided confidence. 

“I knew then that I could play with anyone in NAIA,” 
Kimberland says. “From then on, I tried to stay in the gym as much 
as possible, two hours a day at least, every day.”

To Florida Beach Bash 

While their peers are on Spring Break, the ACHS Baseball team 
has spent the past week in their second classroom, on the baseball 
diamond, as they traveled to Ft. Walton, Florida to take part in the 
2013 Florida Baseball Beach Bash. 

With teams from across the country converging on the Spring 
Break locale, the Indians found themselves face-to-face with a more 
familiar foe, opening the tournament against Lexington’s Paul 
Laurence Dunbar, falling 9-2 to the powerhouse 11th Region 
favorite whose efficient offense scored their nine runs on 10 hits. 

The following day, April 1, the Indians squared off with another 
Kentucky squad that made the trip to the Sunshine State, the Boyle 
County Rebels. Despite three hits from Marshall Shelley and two 
hits apiece from Tanner Pooler and Ty Bennett, Adair’s nine runs 
were not enough to secure the victory as they lost a 10-9 
heartbreaker. 

The April 2 opposition hailed from a bit further north, as Adair 
looked to right the ship against Carroll (Ohio). The Indian bats were 
alive again in the Florida sunshine, scoring eight runs on 11 hits, 
including two from Trenton Watson and Zach Hutchison. The 
power surge fell just short yet again, however, as Carroll answered 
with 12 runs of their own to tally the W. 

The Indians will be in action on Thursday April 4 against 
Madison Central and again on April 5 against Lafayette as they 
wrap up their Florida road trip before returning home to face 
Monticello on April 8. 


Adair would capitalize early as Brooklyn Coomer slapped a lead 
off single up the middle. Anna Harris would pop up to second, but 
the fielder misplayed the ball then followed up with a throwing 
error to first that allowed Harris to reach safely as Coomer took 
third. Bertram would help her cause with a single to right, scoring 
Coomer and giving the Lady Indians a 1-0 lead in the first. 

Bertram would strike out two-of-three batters in the second, 
recording the third out on an easy put-out to first after an off-speed 
pitch caught the hitter off balance and forced a grounder back to the 
mound.

If you’re a sports fan, a television 
watcher, an Internet user or an 
uncharacteristically odd individual 
who just likes to see that sort of 
thing, you’ve probably seen the 
Kevin Ware injury by now. 

Many of you saw it the way I did: 
live, in real time, during Louisville’s 
matchup with Duke on Sunday 
afternoon. It was horrifying. It was 
sickening. It was brutal. It was chilling. But the most horrifying, 
sickening, brutal and chilling part of it all was just how routine 
the play and action was that caused it. 

Ware wasn’t a victim of a freak scenario. He wasn’t injured in 
a play that we’ve never seen before and that only happens once 
every fifty years. No. Kevin Ware’s leg essentially exploded as 
he leaped past Duke shooter Tyler Thornton to contest a three- 
point attempt and simply landed. 

Ware’s recovery is expected to take somewhere in the vicinity 
of one year, but his injury brings to the surface a topic that I 
discussed when Nerlens Noel was lost for the season back in 
February. I won’t subject you to reading my depressing opinion 
on why an injury to a college athlete is the most disheartening to 
witness. Instead, I’ll use this as an excuse to tackle the 
underlying issue when discussing collegiate injuries. 

We have to re-examine the NCAA’s amateurism rules. As it 
stands, a college basketball player can make no money for his 
skills, on his likeness, or even on a projection of his future 
earnings. Apparently, this would violate the very nature of the 
sport and tarnish a beautiful game. 

The NCAA, meanwhile, is in the midst of airing its marquee 
event, the NCAA Tournament, for which they have a nearly 
$800 million yearly contract with Turner Broadcasting 
Company for the rights to air the games. You read that correctly. 
Kevin Ware was injured, playing for free, in a tournament put 
on by a “non-profit” organization with a TV contract 
approaching a billion (billion—with a ‘B’) dollars. 

Vegas is cleaning up too. It’s nearly impossible to find exact 
numbers on things such as gambling, and so much of it is done 
behind-the-scenes that an accurate figure would be anything but 
accurate, but it’s safe to say that your 10-dollar office pool isn’t 
the only one in existence. Rest assured, March Madness is 
perhaps the hottest time of year on the betting circuit. 

Then there are the coaches. Tournament darling Florida Gulf 
Coast University coach Andy Enfield parlayed his team’s 
tournament run into a job promotion, moving from Cinderella 
FGCU to Pac-12 power player Southern California. The move, 
as promotions tend to do, upped his salary as well. Enfield, who 
was making $157,000 a year as the lead man for FGCU, is 
reported to earn “well over $1 million per year” as the USC 
Coach, according to ESPNLosAngeles.com. A week’s 
performance earned him an extra zero on his paycheck and 
residency in one of the most glamorous cities on Earth. 

But the players can’t make a dime. That would ruin the 
integrity of the game. It would be chaos. It would cause 
destruction, panic and despair. It would destroy college sports as 
we know it...somehow. No one can ever explain why or how. 
Are the logistics of it difficult? 

Of course. Any payroll with that many people would be 
difficult, and I understand the questions it raises: how do we 
determine how much they’re paid? Are good players paid more? 
Do basketball and football players make more than other, 
smaller revenue athletes? How can we be sure they’re not being 
given more as a way to entice recruits to your school (as if such 
practices have never happened before while any player payment 
is strictly forbidden)? 

I’ll admit, I don’t know the answer to all of those questions. 
What I do know is that something being difficult has never, and 
will never, be a reason for not doing what is right. If the NCAA 
can negotiate an $800 million TV contract for a tournament, or 
air a half-dozen games in a handful of arenas all on the same 
days and at the same times, they can find a way to figure this 
out too. If they have a rule book that (and I’m serious here) 
allows for bagels to be served to recruits and players, but that 
deems cream cheese spread to be excessive and thus constitutes 
a violation, then there’s someone with enough time on their

Those Pretty Yellow Pastures 

In a matter of weeks, you will start to see portions of the 
countryside covered with yellow blooms. Comments will be made 
about their beauty and many will wonder how they got there. 
Farmers, on the other hand, will be trying to figure out how to get 
rid of them. A beauty to some and a nuisance to farmers, this yellow 
blooming plant known as buttercup greatly reduces pasture 
productivity 

As a cool-season weed, buttercup often flourishes in over-grazed 
pasture with poor stands of desirable forages. In fact, many fields 
that have dense buttercup populations are fields heavily grazed by 
animals during the fall through the early spring months. 

Buttercups are sometimes classified as short-lived perennials, but 
often grow as winter annuals. Plants typically produce five, shiny 
yellow petals in the early spring. There are four different species of 
buttercups that may be found in pastures: bulbous buttercup 
(Ranunculus bulbosus), creeping buttercup (Ranunculus repens), 
tall buttercup (Ranunculus acris) and small flower buttercup 
(Ranunculus arbortivus). Although each of these plants may have 
somewhat similar flower heads, each of these buttercup species 
differs somewhat in their vegetative leaf characteristics. New seeds 
are produced during the time petals are showy. If you wait until 
after flowers appear, it can be too late to implement control tactics. 
This is one reason buttercups can survive year to year and new 
plants emerge each year. 

Most buttercup plants emerge from seed during the fall or late 
winter months. Therefore, pasture management practices that 
improve and promote growth of desirable plants during these 
months are the best methods to help compete against the emergence 
and growth of this plant. Whereas, livestock overgrazing fields 
during the fall and winter months is one of the main factors that 
contribute to buttercup problems. You can mow fields or clip plants 
close to the ground in the early spring before buttercup plants can 
produce flowers and that may help reduce the amount of new seed 
produced, but mowing alone will not totally eliminate seed 
production. 

For chemical control, herbicides registered for use on grass 
pastures that contain 2,4-D will effectively control buttercup. 
Depending on other weeds present products that contain dicamba 
and 2,4-D (eg. Weedmaster), aminopyralid (eg. ForeFront, 
Milestone), triclopyr (eg. PastureGard, Crossbow) or metsulfuron 
(eg. Cimarron) can also be used. However, legumes such as clovers 
interseeded with grass pastures can be severely injured or killed by 
these herbicide products. For optimum results apply an herbicide in 
the early spring before flowers are observed, when buttercup plants 
are still small and actively growing. For best herbicide activity, wait 
until daytime air temperatures are greater than 50 degrees for two to 
three consecutive days. Consult the herbicide label for further 
information on grazing restrictions, precautions or other possible 
limitations. 

For fields heavily infested with buttercup, you may need a 
variety of control tactics. Apply a herbicide to help reduce the 
population of buttercup plants in the spring, plus use good pasture 
management techniques throughout the year to help improve and 
thicken the stand of desirable forages.

“The extra year gave me a 
jump because I was more 
advanced than most freshmen 
coming in,” Kimberland says.

When all was said and done, 
Kimberland had earned another 
First Team All Conference honor 
and was named Second Team 
All-American. His 1,486 points 
are good enough for third in 
school history, and his 333 
assists are fourth on the school’s 
all-time list, according to 
Lindsey Wilson’s Sports 
Information Dept. 

With his amateur career over, 
Kimberland is focused now on 
his dream of playing 
professional basketball, but has 
also reflected a bit on how far 
he’s come. 

“If it wasn’t for basketball I’d 
just be a regular guy around 
here,” Kimberland explains. 
“People don’t know me, but 
they know me through ball. My 
church recognized me last 
Sunday, and it just hit me that 
the community was behind me 
and supports me. Growing up, I 
felt like I had to get it all on my 


own. 

With the support of Adair 
County behind him, Kimberland 
will take a big step toward is 
professional dreams this 
summer. 

“I got invited to an exposure 
camp in Las Vegas in July,” 
Kimberland says. “A lot of 
European and NBA teams will 
be there. My coach told me 
about an agency that’s interested 
in representing me, so that’s 
what’s ahead of me right now.” 

“We’ve had several agencies 
contact us, and we’re helping 
Kalen sort through that,” Coach 
Starks says. 

Regardless of what lies ahead 
of him, it would be unwise to 
bet against Kimberland, 
especially considering his 
tireless work ethic. 

“If I’m not resting or doing 
schoolwork I’m playing ball,” 
Kimberland says. “Basketball is 
like my wife. If I’m angry, I go 
play ball.
